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This  report  has  been  issued  annually  by  the  Wyoming  State 
Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Committee  to  summa- 
rize the  accomplishment  of  the  programs  administered  in  the 
State  of  Wyoming,  The  report  has  been  prepared  especially  for 
those  interested  in  agriculture  in  this  area  and  has  been  di- 
vided into  seven  parts: 

I  - Agricultural  Conservation  Program 

II  - Sugar  Beet  Program 

III  - Price  Support  Programs 

IV  - Emergency  Feed  Program 

V  - National  Wool  Act  Program 

VI  - Federal  Crop  Insurance  Program 

VII  - Wheat  Allotments  and  Marketing  Quota  Program 

These  programs  have  had  far  reaching  effects  in  the  economy 
of  farmers  in  this  state , Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
assistance  to  farmers  in  conserving  soil,  promoting  sound  farming 
practices  and  providing  financial  assistance  to  farmers  on  projects 
that  they  could  not  othervdse  complete;  Sugar  Beet  Program  - pay- 
ment to  growers  who  comply  with  minimum  wage  rates  and  child  labor 
regulations  and  oroportionate  shares;  Price  Support  Programs  - 
stabilization  of  price  for  commodities  with  commodity  loans  and 
purchase  agreements;  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Program  - Crop  Insur- 
ance for  farmers  against  losses  beyond  the  control  of  the  farmer. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  the  County  and  Community  ASC  Committees  for  the  work  that  they 
have  done  in  making  these  programs  sucessful.

1956  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM 
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Under  the  1956  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  Uj536  farmers 
and  ranchers  in  the  State  of  Wyoming  received  Federal  cost-sharing 
for  conservation  practices  carried  out  on  their  farms  and  ranches* 

In  the  performance  of  this  work  a total  of  3h%  of  Wyoming  farmland 
received  conservation  benefits  which  the  farmer  or  rancher  himself 
provided  about  50%  of  the  cost#  For  this  sound  conservation 
program,  in  which  the  people  of  the  United  States  accepted  their 
responsibility  for  sharing  in  the  cost  of  carrying  out  these  needed 
soil  and  water  conservation  measures  on  the  Nations  farmlands. 
Congress  appropriated  §250,000,000  for  the  1956  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program.  Out  of  the  §250,000,000  National  appro- 
priation, §2,122,000  was  made  available  to  the  Wyoming  State  A3C 
Committee  to  be  distributed  to  all  Wyoming  County  ASC  Committees 
on  the  basis  of  respective  county  conservation  needs.  The 
Wyoming  State  ASC  Committee  authorized  County  ASC  Committees  to 
approve  committments  in  excess  of  the  funds  available  by  estimating 
the  amount  of  approvals  that  would  not  reasonably  be  expected  to 
result  in  completed  practices.  By  this  means  the  Wyoming  State 
ASC  Committee  effected  full  use  of  the  1956  AGP  allocation#  The 
full  use  of  the  available  funds  during  the  1956  Program  represented 
a subtantial  milestone  in  the  conservation  of  Wyoming's  soil  and 
water  resources  for  the  future® 

As  the  1956  ACProgram  came  to  a close  after  17  months  of  operation, 
beginning  August  5*  1955,  and  ending  December  31,  1956,  it  became 
apparent  that  the  1956  Program  had  excelled  in  conservation  accom- 
plishments. Contributing  in  part  to  the  maximum  benefits  obtained 
was  the  increased  use  of  Purchase  Orders  for  Conservation  Materials 
and  Services.  This  provided  farmers  and  ranchers  with  an  opportunity 
to  purchase  the  materials  they  needed  for  conservation  work  by  applying 
the  cost-shares  approved  for  the  practice  towards  the  payment  for 
the  Conservation  Materials  and/or  Services  need#  A total  of  §780,998 
representing  38%  of  the  total  assistance  expended  for  conservation 
practices  in  1956  was  advanced  in  the  form  of  Purchase  Orders. 

In  addition  to  practices  carried  out  by  individuals  on  their  own 
farms  and  ranches  there  were  102  community  projects  carried  out 
in  17  counties  in  the  State.  601  farms  benefited  from  the  install- 
ation of  these  practices.  A summary  by  county  is  included  in  Part 
I of  this  report. 

The  following  pages  by  means  of  charts  and  tables  portray  in  more 
detail  how  the  1956  AGP  allocation  to  Wyoming  was  used  in  meeting 
some  of  the  many  and  varied  conservation  problems  <,

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1956  COMODITY  CREDIT  CORPORATION  PROGRAM 

Under  the  legislation  in  operation  on  the  1956  crops,  support  prices  were 
available  to  producers  of  many  agricultural  commodities.  In  general,  the 
price  supports  are  achieved  by  loans  on  the  commodities,  agreements  to  pur- 
chase the  commodities  (purchase  agreements),  direct  purchases  of  commodities 
to  bolster  slipping  prices,  and  through  a combination  of  these  methods.  The 
county  and  State  offices  in  Wyoming  were  primarily  active  in  the  commodity 
loan  and  purchase  agreement  programs.

COMMODITY  LOAN  PROGRAM  - Under  the  loan  program,  the  support  price  was  avail- 
able to  December  31*  1956  on  honey,  until  May  31*i95: 
on  corn,  and  to  January  31 * 1957  on  all  other  crops  for  any  grower  vrho  had  an 
eligible  commodity  in  approved  storage.  The  grower  retained  owners Up  of  tno 
commodity  for  later  marketing  when  this  was  to  his  advantage.  The  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  funds  loaned  were  protected  by  the  producer’s  note  and  sup- 
plemental loan  agreements,  and  a commodity  chattel  mortgage  in  the  case  of  com 
modifies  stored  on  the  farm.  Warehouse-stored  commodities  were  covered  by 
warehouse  receipts  and  the  producer’s  note  and  loan  agreements  as  protection 
for  the  C.C.C,  funds  loaned. 

The  loans  on  wheat,  honey,  and  grain  sorghums  matured  on  March  31*  1937?  corn 
loans  matured  on  July  31,  1957?  and  loans  on  all  other  commodities  matured  on 
April  30,  1957. 

Thirty  days  prior  to  maturity  of  the  loan,  the  borrower  was  notified  that  the 
loan  would  mature  in  30  days.  The  borrower  had  two  alternatives  on  the  1956- 
crop  commodities:  (1)  to  pay  the  loan  in  full  plus  3'|  percent  interest,  or 
(2)  deliver  the  commodity  to  C.C.C..  For  wheat,  the  borrower  had  a third  al- 
ternative in  that  he  could  reseal  the  commodity  for  another  year.  The  State 
results  are  as  follows:

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FARM  STORAGE  FACILITY  LOAN  PROGRAM 


PURPOSE  - Safe  and  adequate  storage  of  the  crop  produced  through 

the  toil  of  producers  and  the  favorable  smile  of  "Mother 
Nature"  has  long  been  a problem  with  the  farmers  of  our  great  Nation* 
Credit  to  obtain  the  fund?  necessary  to  build  safe  and  adequate  stor- 
age has  not  always  been  available  to  producers  and  thus  many  farms 
did  not  have  adequate  storage  for  their  crops.  The  Farm  Storage 
Facility  Loan  Program  wae  inaugurated  in  Jure,  19h9  for  the  purpose 
of  supplementing  local  credit  services  when  normal  lending  agency 
credit  is  not  available » These  loans  are  available  to  Wyoming  pro- 
ducers of  wheat,  corn,  oats,  barley,  grain  sorghums,  dry  edible 
beans  and  peas,  flaxseed*  hay  seeds,  and  pasture  seeds. 

GENERAL  - Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Farm  Storage  Facility  Loan 
Program  in  June,  19h9 , a total  of  3*5U9,607  bushels  of 
new  farm  storage  has  been  erected  through  these  farm-storage  facility 
loans.  The  total  amount  loaned  is  $981,675  U7*  As  of  June  30,  1957* 
a total  of  1,395  loans  has  been  disbursed  with  1,106  of  them  com- 
pletely repaid  plus  U percent  interest.  In  other  words,  79.3%  of 
the  loans  made  have  been  completely  repaid.  The  remaining  partially 
repaid  loans  only  have  an  outstanding  balance  of  ^lli8,301.00. 

In  general,  the  farms  in  Wyoming  are  getting  about  all  the  farm- 
storage  facilities  they  need  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  we  made 
only  26  new  loans  in  the  past  year. 

It  would  appear  that  ranchers  and  feeders  are  in  need  of  storage 
facilities  so  they  could  buy  directly  from  farmers  at  harvest  time. 
However,  loans  on  storage  facilities  under  the  Farm  Storage  Facility 
Loan  Program  are  available  only  for  storage  of  grains  produced  on 
the  farm.  Ranchers  and  feeders  would  need  to  look  to  local  lending 
agencies  for  loans  to  build  their  facilities. 

A cumulative  summary  by  counties  follows: 
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1956  DROUGHT  EMERGENCY  FEED  PROGRAM

In  the  summer  of  1956,  several  of  the  counties  were  experiencing  a serious 
drought  condition  which  was  a continuation  of  the  drought  conditions  in  195U 
and  1955*  Stockmen  were  forced  by  lack  of  feed  on  the  winter  range  to  move 
their  stock  on  to  summer  range  earlier  than  usual.  Some  ranchers  depleted 
part  of  their  herds  due  to  lack  of  feed  in  the  more  serious  drought  counties. 
Ranchers  who  normally  depended  on  their  own  pasture  and  forage  crops  for  live- 
stock feed  were  forced  to  turn  to  other  than  normal  sources  for  their  feed 
requirements. 

As  a result  of  such  drought  conditions,  it  was  necessary  to  take  immediate 
steps  for  drought  assistance  in  order  that  farmers  and  ranchers  could  receive 
assistance  in  maintaining  their  basic  foundation  herds  of  cattle  and  sheep 
through  the  critical  drought  period. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  State  U.S.D.A.  Drought  Committee  and 
local  County  U.S.D.A.  Committees  and  the  local  County  Agricultural  Extension 
Agents,  the  following  counties  were  approved  in  whole  or  in  part  for  Drought 
Emergency  Feed  Assistance  on  October  31,  1956:  Laramie,  Platte,  Albany, 

Converse,  Carbon,  Natrona,  Fremont,  Sweetwater,  Uinta,  Lincoln,  Hot  Springs 
and  Washakie . On  February  7,  1957,  Big  Horn  County  was  approved  for  Drought 
Emergency  Feed  Assistance.  Responsibility  for  administering  the  Drought 
Emergency  Feed  Program  was  delegated  to  the  State  ASC  Committee.  The  approval 
of  applications  for  feed  was  the  responsibility  of  the  local  County  Farmers 
Home  Administration  Committees. 

The  approved  grains  under  the  program  consisted  of  oats,  barley,  corn  and 
grain  sorghums.  Ranchers  could  also  obtain  approved  mixed  feed  which  was 
in  the  form  of  pellets.  This  type  of  feed  ms  classified  into  Type  A and 
Type  B feed.  Type  A mixed  feed  had  to  contain  at  least  75$  by  weight  of 
designated  surplus  feed  grains,  and  Type  B feed  had  to  contain  at  least  60$ 
by  weight  of  designated  surplus  feed  grains. 

The  1956  program  operated  the  same  as  the  1955  program  except  the  rancher 
received  $1.50  per  cwt.  of  eligible  feed  purchased  rather  than  the  $1.00  per 
cwt.  under  the  1955  program. 

An  operator  would  first  obtain  an  approved  application  for  feed  from  his  local 
FHA  office.  This  application  ms  based  on  the  number  of  head  of  eligible 
livestock  he  owned.  He  would  then  present  the  approved  application  to  the 
local  County  ASC  Office  and  on  the  basis  of  the  approved  application  for  feed 
the  County  ASC  Office  would  issue  the  operator  a purchase  order.  This  pur- 
chase order  would  authorize  the  operator  to  purchase  feed  at  a reduced  price 
of  $1.50  per  cwt.  of  straight  eligible  grain  or  mixed  feed  from  any  approved 
dealer  of  his  choice.  After  delivering  to  the  farmer  the  amount  of  eligible 
feed  as  shorn  on  the  purchase  order,  the  dealer  would  then  present  the  pur- 
chase order  to  the  County  ASC  Committee  who  issued  the  purchase  order  and 
receive  a Dealer1 s Certificate  for  the  cwt.  of  approved  feed  delivered  at 
$1.50  per  cwt.  The  dealer  would  then  buy  approved  surplus  grain  from  the 
CCC  stockpile  and  use  the  Dealer1 s Certificate  at  face  value  as  partial  pay- 
ment for  grain  purchased. 

The  program  terminated  in  all  counties  on  April  30,  1957  and  FHA  did  not 
accept  any  more  applications  for  feed  after  April  1,  1957.  Platte  County 
had  the  termination  date  of  the  1956  Drought  Emergency  Feed  Program  extended 
to  May  15,  1957*

1956  MARKETING  YEAR  WOOL  PROGRAM 


GENERAL  - It  has  long  been  recognized  that  the  wool  industry 
is  one  of  the  most  important  industries  in  the  State  of  Wyoming. 
Several  of  Wyoming  counties  rank  among  the  top  twenty -five 
counties  in  the  nation  in  the  production  of  wool*  Eight  of 
Wyoming  counties  produced  over  a million  pounds  of  wool  in 
1956  and  two  counties  over  two  and  a half  million  pounds  of 
wool. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  recognized  that  wool  is  an 
essential  and  strategic  commodity*  which  is  not  produced  in 
quantities  and  grades  in  the  United  States  to  meet  the  domestic 
needs;  and  that  the  desired  domestic  production  of  wool  is 
impaired  by  the  depressing  effects  of  wide  fluctuations  in  the 
price  of  wool  in  the  world  markets.  In  order  to  promote  and 
encourage  the  desired  production  of  wool  in  the  United  States* 
Congress  passed  the  National  -Tool  Act  of  195U* 

This  act  would  provide  for  the  support  of  wool  and  mohair 
prices  from  April  1,  1955  to  March  31*  1959*  The  support 
price  would  be  established  at  such  incentive  level  as  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  deemed  necessary  to  encourage  an 
annual  production  of  wool,  with  the  declared  policy  of  the 
law.  This  incentive  level  was  established  at  .620  per  pound 
for  the  1955*  1956,  and  1957  marketing  years* 

1956  MARKETING  YE.'R  INCENTIVE  PAYMENT  - The  incentive  payment 
to  be  made  to  producers  of  wool  is  an  amount  which  is  sufficient 
to  bring  the  national  average  price  received  for  wool  marketed 
in  any  one  marketing  year  up  to  the  announced  incentive  level 
of  \vool  for  that  marketing  year.  The  National  average  price, 
received  by  producers  of  wool  for  the  1956  marketing  year  was 
cents  per  pound.  The  payment  rate  announced  for  the  1956 
marketing  year  was  k0%  of  the  net  amount  received  for  the 
sale  of  wool  in  the  1956  marketing  year  by  the  producer.  The 
lamb  and  yearling  payment  was  .71  cents  per  hundredweight  of 
lambs  sold. 

SUMMARY  - The  following  tables  gives  a rather  complete  story 
of  the  1956  wool  program  as  it  applied  to  the  State  of  Wyoming. 
These  figures  are  subject  to  minor  changes  due  to  late  filed 
applications  for  payment. 
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NUMBER  OF  APPLICATIONS,  NET  POUNDS  OF  WOOL  REPORTED

1957  - Crop 


WHEAT  ACREAGE  ALLOTMENT 


Secretary  of  Agriculture.-  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  again  exercised  his 
authority  under  the  law  and  proclaimed  wheat  acreage  allotments  in 
effect  for  the  1957  crop  of  wheat*  The  1957  National  Wheat  Acre- 
age Allotment  was  established  at  55*000,000  acres  which  is  the 
minimum  allotment  which  can  be  established  by  law*  With  the  tre- 
mendous surplus  of  wheat  on  hand  in  the  United  States,  our  needs 
could  have  been  satisfied  with  considerably  less  wheat  than 
55*000,000  acres. 

The  National  wheat  acre.  ,ge  was  apportioned  to  each  state  on  the 
basis  of  the  average  seeding  of  wheat  for  the  previous  ten  year 
period  adjusted  for  trend  and  weather  conditions*  Wyoming  received 
a 298,678  acre  allotment  for  1957  as  it’s  share  of  the  National 
Allotment*  This  represented  a decrease  over  the  1956  State  Allot- 
ment of  5* Oil 7 acres* 

The  1957  State  Wheat  Acreage  Allotment  was  apportioned  among  the 
counties  in  the  same  manner  as  the  National  Allotment  was  portioned 
to  the  States,  on  the  basis  of  the  previous  ten  year  a%rerage  seeding 
of  wheat  adjusted  for  trend  and  weather  conditions*  The  following 
table  shows  the  1957  State  Acreage  Allotment  by  counties*  The  State 
Committee  held  a reserve  of  500  acres  for  new  farms  and  250  acres  for 
appeals  and  corrections,  releasing  297*928  acres  to  the  counties.

MARKETING  QUOTA  PROGRAM 

On  ay  15,  1956,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Ezra.  Taft  Benson,  pro- 
claimed a National  Marketing  Quota  for  the  1957  crop  of  "wheat*  The 
Secretary  must  by  law,  proclaim  wheat  marketing  quotas  when  the 
total  supply  of  wheat  exceeds  the  normal  supply  by  more  than  20% * 

This  condition  existed  and  a National  Wheat  referendum  was  held  on 
July  20,  1956  to  determine  if  wheat  growers  favored  Marketing  Quotas 
on  the  1957  crop  of  wheat#  At  least  two-thirds  of  the  eligible  wheat 
growers  voting  in  the  referendum  must  favor  Marketing  Quotas  before  they 
become  effective  for  tUe  1957  crcp  of  wheat.  The  National  referendum 
carried  by  a majority  of  eligible  voters  favoring  1957  Marketing 
Quota  87*1$  of  the  280,U66  farmers  voting  favored  Marketing  Quotas 
for  the  1957  crop  of  wheat#  On  the  basis  of  the  June  15*  1956 
parity  estimate  of  §2.142  per  bushel  and  the  indicated  minimum  National 
average  wheat  price  support  for  1957  of  77?-  would  have  resulted  in  a 
support  level  of  §1.86  per  bushel  for  1957.  However,  the  Secretary 
continued  to  support  the  1957  crop  of  wheat  at  §2 #00  per  bushel  under 
his  discretionary  authority.  The  following  table  shows  the  results
